By Coal Gas Escaping From a Stove-- 


Although Very Sick They 


Will Recover.

AnotheiM'amily of five .narrowly escap- 


ed death from inhaling coal gas last 


iglit. Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Chriitianson, 
.f°Caledonia, with their three children, 
fixed a coal fire in the sitting room and 
•etired at 10 o'clock. Thc parents sleep 
n a room directly opposite the stove 
and the children in a room to the west. 


When the oldest hoy awoke this morn- 


ing it was with a splitting headache and' 
..°_..j.s3 at the stomach. It wns with 
diiticulty that he could crawl out of bed. 
He knew that coal gas, from the stove, 
had caused his sickness. He managed to 
open windows and doors. The fresh air 
revived him some and then he ran and 
awakened his two sisters and they were 
very sick. The father and mother were 
also aroused'and: were in bad shape, es- 
pecially .the mother who had to be lifted 
from the bed to the door. 


"Dr. Sehnttz, of the town was called, 


prescribed and although the mother and 
one child are still quite sick, they will 
recover. H was found upon examination 
that in some manner the damper and air 
valves of the stove became closed, forc- 
ing the gas into thc rooms. 


Every person who burns coal should 


be very particular to see that the stoves 
arc-, properly ventilated, or rather regu 
lated, before going to sleep.

In Their Gorgeous Red Robes They 


Are Given an Audience by the 


.Aged Pontiff. 


ROME, Dec. 23.—There was a pictur- 


esque scene in the pope's private library 
at noon today, when all the cardinals 
living in Rome gathered there to present 
the pontiff wK;h their Christmas greet- 
ings. All the visitors wore their gor- 
gconr red robes. A remarkable fact w«» 
that wrtb. the exception of Cardinal San 
Stefano and Cardinal Parocchi, all the 
assembled prelates, many of whom were 
very old, appeared' exceptionally well, 
animated and full of pla-ns for the fu- 
ture. 


Cardinal Santo Stefano an doyen of the 


sacred 'college, read the congratulatory 
address. The pope spoke at some length 
in reply and expressed keen sorrow at 
the fact that his jubilee year was embit- 
tered by painful events, referring evi- 
dently to the divorce bill. The pontiff 
in this connection remarked: 


"What -they want is the fall of Chris- 


iiaii order and the re-construction of the 
slates on the basis of paganism." 


The pope pleaded for a spread of Chris- 


tian democracy "on the lines preached 
by the church, to oppose the seditious, 
socialistic democracy, which acknowled- 
ges no God." 


After receiving the apostolic delega- 


tion the cardinals withdrew.

"A man without capital may labor or

"Capitalists have the right to combine

the pontiff wteh their Christmas greet- 
ings. All the visitors wore their gor- 
geour red robes. A remarkable fnct w»i 
that with the exception of Cardinal San 
Stefano" and Cardinal Parocchi, all the 
assembled prelates, many of .whom, were 
very old, appeared' exceptionally well, 
animated and full of plans for the fu- 
ture.

Cardinal Santo Stefano as doyen of the 


sacred 'college, read the congratulatory 
address. The pope spoke at some length, 
in reply and expressed keen sorrow at 
the fact that his jubilee year was embit- 
tered by painful events, referring evi- 
dently to the divorce bill. The pontiff 
in this connection remarked: 


"What they want is the fall of Chris- 


tian order and the re.-construclion of the 
states oil the basis of paganism." 


The pope pleaded for a. spread of Chris- 


tian democracy "on the lines preached 
by the. church., to oppose the seditious, 
socialistic democracy, which acknowled- 
ges no God."

IS GOOD SPELLING I.OXGEH. NECES- 


SARY? 


From a number of assertions of late 


the public may be excused if it 
has 


gathered the belief that many moderr 
educators attach bu; little importance to 
spelling. 
If this be true then after al 


education itself is nothing hut a matter 
of opinion, and if people prefer to believe 
education is unnecessary, it is certainlj 
as justifiable as the assertion of these 
gentlemen that spelling is not necessarily 
a par£ of the euriculurn. Deficient spell- 
ing is now so common it is being de- 
fended, and that high school graduates, 
college graduates and university gradu- 
ates and even professors and teachers 
themselves could not stand up long in an 
old fashioned spelling contest, is under-, 
stood. 


Some late experiences at the Chicago 


Northwestern university in the spelling- 
line has attracted some little attention, 
sufficiently at least to merit the official 
attention of the authorities. Investiga- 
tion is evidently being made as to the 
condition of this branch of the 
school 


curiculum as some authority has com- 
puted the spelling stand at some of our 
educational institutions as follows: 


Of bad spellers', Princeton has a per- 


centage of 10: University of Minnesota, 
30; University of Illinois, 20; the spell- 
ing standard at Cornell is "high;" at Co- 
lumbia's schools of applied science, '•atro- 
cious:" at the Massachusetts school of 
Technology the percentage of bad spell- 
ers is "large;" at Brown University it is 
not so large as in the entering class of 
Northwestern. At Vale the standard is 
•'high," at Wesleyan and the University 
of Michigan it is "fair." 


The mere dictum of college and 'uni- 


versity educational experts and profes- 
sors will fail to satisfy people, spelling is 
not a requisite in our education of today, 
and to prove to people the present meth- 
ods of imparting what knowledge there 
is of spelling is the'bost and an improve 
mcnt over the Wcbsterian methods from 
spelling books instead of fancy 
visual 


work. 


What a mistake to urge as a means ot

Potatoes and Apploa For COYTH. 
In various parts of the old world, es- 


pecially Europe, potatoes are fed to 
live stock in considerable quantities. 
They are frequently usetl for thnt pur- 
pose in this country when market prices 
rule low. Fefl in moderate quantities, 
potatoes are ussful with all fann ani- 
mals. If fed in any Urge amount, how- 
ever, they nre often injurious, produc- 
ing scouring and other ills. Let them 
be fed sparingly at first, gradually in- 
creasing the .".mount ns conditions fa- 
vor. 
Apples are much more freely used 


as a feed for cows in this country than 
are potatoes. The same conditions pre- 
vail with these as ttated for potatoes. 


Apple Pomme« a« RxittSlciFrc. 


The Vermont experiment station has 


been for four years testing the value of 
spple pomace as ensilage. They found 
a ration of boy. with ensilage, one- 
third corn ensilage and two-thirds ap- 
ple pomace ensilage by weight, with 
from four to eight pounds of grain per 
day, varying amount according to sixe 
and weight of animal, gave satisfacto- 
ry results, and they have fed as high as 
fifteen pounds a day of. apple pomace 
without any bad results. Cows contin- 
uously and heartily fed have uot 
shrunk, but have held their milk flows 
remarkably well. Neither the milk nor 
butter was inferior in any war when the 
pomace was fed. Yet they suggest cau- 
tion and watchfulness at the beginning 
of using it, as some have reported severe 
shrinkage. ThSs may hare been because 
the pomace was so sour as to make tha 
mouth sore or the gums or from too lib- 
eral a feeding of it. says American Cul- 
tivator. No especial cr.re is needed in 
putting it into the silo. 


Alfalfa For Milk COTTH. 


Allalfa Is a great help to the dairy- 


man, says W. A. Henry of Wisconsin 
experiment station. The finer parts of 
pood alfalfa iay are just about as rich 
in protein ns is wheat brnn. Farmers 
In several: parts of our country are 
gradually coming to learn that whoa 
they are in need of protein for their 
cattle it is a good deal cheaper to raise 
alfalfa and cure it into good hay than 
to patroniEC the millers In the purchase 
of bran. Bran is an excellent feeder 
for dairy cows, but we must not de- 
pend upon it entirely lest the prices of 
it. soar far above our abilities to pur- 
chase. The alfalfa plant is indeed a 
blessed one on any form that will grow 
It 
Let every one study this agricul- 


tural marvel in order that it may bless 
his lands and his live stock nnd help 
replenish his pocketbook if the .plant 
can be grovrn. 


Tarntjl* anil the MIIU Flow. 


I have never found anything that 


'would hold up the flow of milk iu the 
late fall and enrly winter in the Hue of 
roots'that would equal the turnip, but 
they must be handled with much care 
or they certainly-will taint the milk. 
Thej- must be fed Immediately after 
milking and must not be housed in or 
near the stable, and the root cutter 
should be in some adjoining building 
and only as many taken in at a time as 
will he eaten up clean.—Dairy aud 
Creamery.
